Providence is a city of two hundred 
thousand population. It is forty-four 
miles from Bosten aad one-handred and 
eighty-eight miles from New York. It 
is the capital of Rhede Island; is a chiet 
banking centre of New Bugiand, and an 
industrial community hardly to be ox- 
eelled in the United States for variety 
and value of its products. 

Practically speaking, from an indus- 
‘trial point of view, Providencé and the 

‘state of which it is the capital city, are 
one. Rhoge Island is the smallest state 
in the Union, and has an area of about 
ene thousand square miles, or one seven- 
ty-fourth the size of Manitoba, Within 
that geographical compass there are 
nearly two thousand factories, great and 
small.

for pumping machinery and steam boil- 
ers; makes largely of silverware and 
extlery; has one of the largest wood- 
serew factorics in the world and one ot 
the leading filemaking works; is a head- 
quarters for fire rg eae and has one 
of the biggest and best tool-making and 
light machinery plants of the whole 
world. Over and beyond these chief 
4ines of industry, Providence produces 
heavily of many other lines of goods 
and, told in a few words, is a leading 
eity of an industrial section that is one 
of the busiest and most productive on 
the. globe. 

The factories of Rhode Island employ 
mearly a quarter of a million hands, and 
bave an aggregate annual payroll that 

rans up to a hundred million dollars, 
aecording to figures compiled by the 
State Commissioner of Industrial Statis- 
ties. Textiles make up a considerable 

rt of the factory output of Rhode Is- 
Gad, and the mills of the state call 
thousands of people: from Eastern Can- 

ada and Great Britain. , . 

Within a few miles of Providence are 
such manufacturing centres as Boston, 

Brockton, Fali River, Lawrence, Lowell, 
Waltham, and Worcester in Massachu- 
setts, and Hartford, Bridgeport, Anson- 
ia, Waterbury, Danbury; Norwich’ and 
Meriden in Connecticut. These places 
are all big producers of lines of goods 
that are in sharp demand in Western 
‘Oanada, and the fact that Providence 
was selected from all possible points in 
New England as a tidewater terminus 
for the Grand Truak Railway is evi- 
dence in itself of the quality of the 
Rhode Island capital as a business een- 
tre.

Mayor of Providence British Born 


Singularly enough, the Mayor of 
Providence—Heénry Fletcher—is British 
born, being, in fact, an Englishman by 
birth. Mayor Fletcher has passed nearly 
all his life in Rhode Island, however, 
his parents. having removed there from 
New Jersey-when the present mayor of 
the city was a child. Thus~his life has 
been devoted to business in Providence 
where Mr. Fletcher has made his mark. 
Politically, he.has shown his strength 
by being one of very few Republicans 
who have been 4ble to capture the 
muyoralty of Providence in recent years. 
The city has had a marked’ disposition 
to elect a Democratic mayor, but Mr. 
Fletcher made a successful campaign in 
1908 and again in 1909, when he was re- 
turned by a larger plurality than before. 

In many respects besides the posses- 
sion of a governor and mayor of British 
origin, Rhode Island and Providence are 
more strongly British than any state 
or important city in the United States. 

The ‘original charter. under which the 
colony was formed was granted by King 
Charles at about the same time. that 
that monarch gave the Hudson’s Bay 
Company’s charter to the gentlemen ad- 
venturers of England, and the colony 
was merged into a state of the Union 
and did business under that same chart- 
er until Thomas W. Dorr and his col- 
leagues put the charter partially out of 
business. by’ raiging an insurrection for 
a state éonstitution in'1843.' Under the 
charter, none but real estate owners and 
their eldest sons could vote. Even un-

State Has Canadian Governor 
Indeed, so many Frénch Canadians 
live, in Rhode Island, and.are citizens 
of the state, that the Governor of Rhode 
Island—-Aram J. Pothier—is a Canadian 
by birth, and his election to the highest 
office in the state is a concession not 
only to personal worth, but to the 


res- 
gjence of so many of Governor Pathier’4 


compatriots in the state and their influ- 
euce in the body politic. Governor 
Pothier was born in Quebee in 1854, and 
was educated at Nicolet College, His 
olitical earcer in Rhode Island includes 
holdin office on the Woonsocket school 
committee from 1885 to 1889; represen- 
tative to the state.legislature in 1887- 
88; commissioner to the International 
Expositions in Paris, in 1889 and 1900;

British Sports Much in Vogue 


In sports, the state of Rhode Island is 
more pronouncedly British than any 
other state. Of course, baseball is the 
leading game, but soccer football has its 
leagues, and the Rhode Island cricket 
association is a strang organization with 
a regular schedule of games and some 
high-class players. Whippet racing is 
a regular institution of Rhode Island 
sports, and British societies and clubs 
are numerous enough to make any Brit- 
on feel quite at home there. 

All of this has been brought about— 
speaking generally—by the influx of 
British immigrants who sought Rhode 


Island as a place suitable for their tal- 
ents in the textile industries. Not only 
have thousands of British people gone 


to Rhode Island for that purpose, but 
some big mills have been taken there 
from the Old Country. Thus, the J. 
Benn & Sons Company, of Bradford, 
England, removed its mill to North 
Providence—a suburb. of Providence— 
and set it up there at a cost of a million 
dollars. Other British firms have fol- 
lowed the same line of action in a smal- 
ler way, and tue general result is that 
there is a strong Jeaven of. British senti- 
ment in the state of Rhode Island. 
This and ‘the presence in the state of 
nearly a hundred thousand Canadians, 
constitute real reasons for neighborli- 
ness between the city of Providence ana 
Canada, Making Providence a chief 
terminal ‘point in the Grand Trunk 
system will make this neighborliness 
more easily possible, and closer trade re- 
lations are sure to result to the very 
great benefit of both parties. 


BACON COMMISSION REPORT 


A bc report of the Commission sent by 
p the Dominion government to Bu- 

rope in 1909 to investigate the 
methods hy which swine are reared for 
the production of bacon, has been is- 
sued, The countries visited were Great 
Britain, Ireland, Denmark and Holland. 
A quotation from the introduction 
shows the seope of the work accomplishs 
ed: 

‘*The Commission sailed from Mont- 
real on June 18th, arriving in London 
on the 27th, The three following days 
were spent in gathering information in 
espect to Canadian and Danish bacon, 


Jand the trade in these products, They 


arriyed in Denmark on July. 2nd, and 
until the T6th, followed the ‘itinerat: 

(mapped out by the Department of Agri: 
culture in charge of Mr. P, A, Morke- 
berg; 
swine and Red Danish cattle, who act- 
‘ed‘as guide and interpreter. Returning 
hy way of Germany. and, Holland, a‘da 
was spent. with advantage in & Dutch 
bacon curing and hog raising centre, Up- 
on returning to Great Britain, Scotland 
received attention first, then Ireland 
and last England. In addition to study- 
ing swine-rearing as” commercial work, 
the Commission visited prominent herds 
of pure bred stock,’ and such leadin 

agricultural exhibitions as the ‘‘High- 
land’’ of Scotland, and the ‘‘ Royal 
Lancashire’’ of England. The Commis- 
sion. wasewell._received everywhere, ’’ 


The time was evidently spent chiefly 
amongst successful breeders and feeders. 
The section dealing with farms of feed- 
ers visited in England is most interest- 
ing. It is shown how a very caste 
feeling of sympathy between farmers 
and bacon curers has been brought 
about and maintained. On this point the 
report says:. , 

‘*This comfortable and very profitable 
state of affairs is the result of harmon- 
ious ‘co-operation instituted largely by 
the packers, who, conscious of their en- 
tire dependence on the supplies and con- 
dition of hogs, have done much to en- 
courage production of the right sort. 
Messrs. Ifarris & Co. have interested 
themselves in ,cheapening production, 
but in all they have done nave never 
lost sight of quality. Some years ago 
they made careful tests of breeds and 
crosses of pigs and after determining 
the superiority of the Yorkshire cross 
undertook to supply boars of this breed 
at the lowest possible cost and on easy 
terms of payment. The next step was 
to encourage production in quantity and 
ra of pigs. To accomplish this the 

ilts County Council was induced. to 
take up a series of pig feeding experi- 
ments and demonstrations in cheap pro- 
duction. A committee of ten members, 
consisting chiefly of farmers, was form- 
ed. Contributions to carty on the work 
were made by Lord Lansdowne, whose 
estate joins Calne, the Harris Company 
andthe County Council. A thoroughly. 
capable-and painstaking secretary ‘was 
appointed to keep records, while a son 
of one of the leading farmers was en- 
trusted with the actual foeding. The 
tests and demonstrations were carried 
on for five years, after which time the 


. . o . 
secretary and scientific adviser gave 
courses of lectures throughout the coun- 
try and distributed reports.’’ 


The methods of feeding practised in 
the district referred to are fully des- 
cribed. In another section of England 
the report explains that a grievance be- 
tween growers and buyers was overcome 
by farmers co-operating in the engaging 
ot a general.salesman. 

After covering m a thorough way the 
various phases of the industry in Ire- 
land, the report briefly reviews the 
situation in part as follows: 

‘*The rearing of swine is a popular 
branch of Irish agriculture. Nowhere 
throughout the rural districts do thea 
people despise the pig.. Both extensive 
farmers and the more humble of the 
rural classes find it preferable to raise 
at least a small. number of pigs each 
year. The frugal habits of the Irish 
peasant admit of no food refuse or dam- 
aged crop being wasted. The careful 
féeding of these. together with a great- 
er or less quantity of purchased food 
stuffs materially helps. to maintain 
many a smal) holding. The ‘gintlemin 
that pays the rint, means much more 
amongst the frugal Irish folks than per- 
haps any other class or race of people. 

‘*The proximity of Ireland to the 
British market has for very many years 
proved a keen impetus to pork produc- 
tion. The great manufacturing centres 
of England require constant supplies of 
pork products. Irish packers and Eng- 
lish merechauts have long since come to 
regard cach as indispensable to the oth- 
er. The frish packer has been wise in 
his day and generation. Not all the 
pork he ships bears his most cherished 
brand. Much Irish pork, such as that 
from old breeding stock, over fat bogs, 
and those that are too thin, are sold 
without identification, but no business 
map guards with keener jealousy the re- 
putation of his special brands of bacon 
and hams than the Irish curer. From 
the great 'mass of supplies he selects 
most carefully the pigs that are 
to be cured for the best trade. The 
énring is done with equal care, and at 
the end of this stage only the firm sidés 
and lean plump hams receive the first’ 
brand. On.this kind of combination 
Irish bacon has established itself in 
Britain; an on a continuation of this the 
trade won is held. ' 

**The Trish farmer inclines to fol- 
low a I¢ader in whom he has confidence. 
This characteristic of the people is of 
front assistance to the Department of 

griculture in its work in aid of swine 
improvement. Already this has help- 
ed the quality of Irish pigs. Co-opera- 
tion, too, finds a receptive soil under 
such conditicns, This is getting a foot- 
hold in many parts of Ireland not so 
much in bacon curing as yet, but in the 
buying of supplies needed in the homes 
apd on the farms, and the marketing of 
farm produce. Co-operative curing has 
commenced and will grow to the un- 
doubted advantage of the Irish pig 
raiser, miore especially in the dineathon

The treatment of the subject of feed- 
ing is most interesting and highly val- 
uable for the Canadian pig raiser. It is 
shown that the system followed through- 
out is quite uniform and in accordance 
with the results of many years’ experi- 
menting... The character of food used 
varies with the age of the pi At the 
Government Experiment Station, Class 1 
includes pigs up to 40 lbs.; class 2, 40 
to 60 lbs.; class 3, 60 to 120 Ibs.; and 
class 4, 120 to about 200 Ibs., when they 
are finished. On this point thg ereport 
says:— 

‘All foods are calculated in ‘‘food 
units,’ using one pound of grain, such 
as barley,.-corn, wheat, otc., as a basis. 
In-roots and other green feed the food 
units are estimated on their dry matter, 
as, for example, 8 pounds of mangels, 4 
pounds boiled potatoes, 5 pounds of lu- 
cerne or 5 pounds sugar beets equal one 
food unit. In the case of milk 6 pounds 
and whey 12 pounds are calculated to 
have a feeding--value of one food unit. 
In other words, the feeding value of 1 
pound of grain (barley, corn, wheat, 
shorts, ete.) has the same feeding value 
as 6 pounds of milk, 8 pounds of man- 
gels, 4 pounds of sugar . beets, or 5 
pounds of green lucerne or green 
vetches.’’ 

The varying of the list so as to secure 
the maximum of thrift and profit is 
clearly explained in the report. The re- 
port goes fully into the subject of co- 
operation, as it is applied to buying and 
distributing feed, and in the organiza- 
tion and operation of packing plants, 
which are shown to be working: with 
wonderful success. 

Tables are printed showing the prices 
paid for pigs to Canadian and Danish 
farmers for the past seven years, also 
the selling prices in England of Cana- 
dian and Danish bacon, month by month 
since April, 1904, until December, 1909, 
Another table shows the wholesale price 
of hog foods in Canada, England and 
Denmark during July, 1909. 

Av interesting feature of the report 
covering about four pages is headed 
‘*Lessons for Canadian Swine Raisers 
and Packers.’’ This is divided into pro- 
duction and marketing, The former re- 
views the lessons gathered in the dif- 
ferent countries, while the latter goes 
into the situation in Canada, the causes 
that led up to it, and the methods that 
have been found in the countries visited 
to overcome dissatisfaction between 
packers and farmers, and thus to insure 
a steady supply of the desirable class 
of hogs. The report ends with suggest- 
ed remedies, as follows: 

‘‘Realizing the conditions which call- 
ed for the appointment of the Commis- 
sion, and having studied the methods 
of successful pig raisers in other coun- 
tries, the Commission submits the fol- 
lowing alternative remedies for what 


appears to be the chief barriers to. a|.be

packers, of an attitude of sympathetic 
co-operation between themselves and the 
producers, whereby every possible en- 
couragement would be given farmers to 
increase the quantity and improve the 
quality of their hogs.

If you get 
your dog from a distance,.how are you

rother?’’ When the puppy comes, aged 
nine or ten months, let -n8 say, “he 'm

money to you if the dog is sent back 
to the breeder. A small fee is charged 
by one or two of the dog papers for this 
service. Of course you are to pay the 
express charges on the dog for the trip 
from the kennels. If he is returned 
the breeder pays the express for the 
return trip. ; : 

Remember, no matter how ‘‘good’’ 
you may be, it is only fair to pay your 
money over to your magazine before the 
dog is shipped. Otherwise you could 
easily enough return the unsatisfactory 
dog with C.O.D. charges attached to 
the amount of the express charges you 
had paid. This would be unfair to ‘the 
breeder; nevertheless it ig a trick every 
breeder has had play@d on him. Your 
magazine will look ‘out for your conduet 
if you pay the money over to it in ad- 
vance, and make you play fair, And 
do not fear that you may get the short 
end of the deal because the breeder is 
a good advertiser, Every magazine 
or periodical which earries dog adver- 
tisements has a blacklist. No advertise- 
ment will be accepted from a breeder 
who is known t» be dishonest. I have 
known of a dealer in dogs to be shut 
out of all the outdoor magazines. And 
this reminds me of a trick used by dog 
sharps, so called; a triek this dealer 
worked continually. 

You read the attractive advertise- 
ment and send for a list of the bar 
gains the Dog Sharp has on hand. A 
very businesslike list is sent you and it 
seems this man has all the field trial 
talent in the country cornered. He has 
a number of famous dogs, and proves 
it by their pictures, He may indeed 
have one once good dog at stud. Mean- 
while you pick out a dog that looks good 
from the description, and ask to have it 
sent on.

—The first gun in the cdimpaign to launch a third political party in the 
province was fired on Wednesday at Salisbury school house, six miles south 
eust of Strathcona. The speakers were A. 'T. Cushing and H. A. McKie, of 
Edmonton; Rice Sheppard, of Strathcona, and W. R. Ball. 

The announced purpose of the meeting was to register a protest 


_ against the manner in which the affairs of the province have been adminis- 


tered, and to advocate the formation of a third party, whose particular 
object in life will be the promoting of the interest of the farmers. 

Mr. Cushing reviewed the political situation, and expressed a desire to 
see the formation of w third party to take up such questions as the public 
ownership of utilities. He did not go so far as to state that the time was 
ripe at present to inaugurate a policy of public-owned utilities, but declared 
it as his opinion that’ such a time was approaching. He advocated support- 
ing the best man offering himself as a candidate, regardless of party. In 
this way the respective constituences would secure more adequate represent- 
ation. 

Mr. MeKie presented his views to the meeting, declaring that there 
were two planks which he desired to see included in the platform of a new

One by one the hordes that have help- 
ed materially to make history on the 
harness horse turf are passing away, the 


most recent one being King’. Direct, 


2.05%, the black pacer by Direct, 2.0514, 
dam Welcome’ Bunker, by Mambrino 
King, that died last week at Clarkes- 
ville, W. Va., the property t 
queen, who bought him a little over a 
year ago. King Direct was foaled in 
1899, the property of the estate of Ger- 
hard Lang, Buffalo, N.Y.,;-and was for 
several years owned by the New York 
horseman, James Butler, proprietor .of 
East View:Farm. He had quite.an ex- 
tensive’ professional earder and was con- 
sideréd an 6xceptionally good: racehorse, 
taking a record of 2.0544. Later he was 
used for matinee purposes by Mr. But- 
ler, who drove him a mile to waggon in 
tho fall of 1906 in 2.04%. His first ap- 
pearance on tho professional turf was in 
1903, as a four-year-old, and his first 
start was made in this country at Wind- 
sor, and he signalized his effort by ‘win- 
ning the 2.25 class in straight heats, the 
fastest of which was the second, that 
was paced in 2.10%.- He retired that 
year with a record of. 2.09%, made at 
Columbus, where he won the 2.24 class 
after the chestnut gelding, Tom Keene, 
had won the first heat in 2.08%. At Cin- 
cinnati the next week he was beaten by 
Pan Michael after he had won the open- 
ing heat in 2.09%. He was raced more 
or less successfully during. the several 
years that were to follow, both on the 
mile tracks and the half mile rings. 

At a dispersal sale of the East View 
Farm horses, King Direct was sold for 
$2,100 to a Massachusetts horseman, who 
afterwards sold him to Lloyd Queen, or 
Clarkesville, W. Va. 

He was a handsome horse, had two- 
minute speed, and was one of the best 
bred of the sons of Direct.

‘HB TALKED WITH HORSES 


T is commonly believed, says a writer 
on certain phases of Irish life, that 
there are undoubtedly mysterious 

influences by which an immediate as- 
cendancy is gained over the horse, inde- 
pendent of the process of teaching or 
the promptings of affection. There was 
formerly living in the county of Cork a 
family who laid claims to the possession 
of a secret by which the wildest or most 
vicious horse could be tamed. This secret 
is said to have been originally imparted 
by a bohemian gipsy to the then head of 
he family, a century and a half ago, aad 
to have been regularly transmitted, as 
a parting legacy at the time of his 
death, from the father to the eldest son. 

Possibly there may be residing in 
County Cork a seien of the family still 
practising, with more or less success, the 
art of ‘‘horse whispering’’; but it-is an 
indisputable fact that, at the commence- 
ment of the past century, the fame of 
Con Sullivan, the then head of the fam- 
ily, for miraeulous eures of vicious 
horses had spread far and wide through- 
out Ireland. 

Among the many well-attested ac- 
counts of the wonderful achievements 
of Con Sullivan, ‘‘the Whisperer,’’ the 
ROrVL3CE 
Westenra, who afterward succeeded to 
the title of Rossmore, were the talk of 
the whole country. ‘ 

The colone) had a splendid race-horse 
ealled Rainbow, and’ he was anxious to 
run him at the races on the Curragh of 
Kildare, but the .horse was so wild and 
vicious that his owner found he must 
give up all thoughts of bringing him out 
and running him. He would bite every 
one who went near him, and it was ne- 
cessary to tie up his head when the 
groom who attended him was not with 
him. Tf a horse chanced to be near hin. 
he was syre to bite him, or try to; and 
the legs of the jockey who attempted to 
mount him did not escape his fangs. 

Jord Doneraile said he knew a per- 
son who could cure him. The colonel did 
not believe him, and a wager of five 
thousand dollars was laid on the matter. 
A messenger was despatched for Con 
Sullivan, who was known throughout the 
countryside as ‘‘the Whisperer,’’ from 
the suppositign that he whispered into 
the horses ear, by which means he quiet- 
éd such as were unruly. When he was 
told the state of Colonel Westenra’s 
horse, he desired to go into the stable to 
see him. 

“*You must wait till his ;head is tied 
up,’’ was said and repeated by those 
who were present. 

‘“*No oeccasion,’’ said Con; ‘‘he won’t 
bite me.’’ So in he went, peremptorily 


ordering no one, to follow him till a giv- 
en signal should imply that they had his 
permission. He then shut ‘the door for 
the unenviable tete-a-tete. In a little 
more than.a quarter of an hour the sig- 
nal was heard. Those who had been 
waiting in alarm-for the result rushed 
in. They found the horse extended on 
his back, playing like a kitten with ‘‘the 
Whisperer,’’ who was quietly sitting by 
him, Both horse and operator appeared 
to be exhausted, particularly the latter, 
to whom it'was necessary to administer 
brandy and other stimulants before he 
could be revived. The horse was per- 
fectly tame and gentle from that day. 

In the spring of 1804 Mr, Whaley’s 
King Pippin was brought out to run at 
the Curragh of Kildare. He had been 
deseribed as a horse of the most savage 
and vicious disposition; he had a habit 
of flying at and worrying any person 
who came near him. When he could 
turn his head around he would seize his 
rider's leg with his teeth and drag him 
jfrom his back. The difticulty of manag-

WHAT THE NEW RACE BILL 
MEANS . 
The new compromise Race Bill which 


has gone through at Ottawa this ses- 
sion is, in short: ° : 


1. Betting is legalized during the ac- 
tual progress of meetings in each track. 

2, Each track shall be allowed to 
hold two meetings each: year, of not 
more than seven days each, and an in- 
terval between of at least 20 days for 
the same track. 

3." Woodbine (Toronto), Montreal, 
Hamilton, Fort Erie and Windsor will 
have a monopoly of betting, and no new 
tracks can be opened with bookmaking 
except in or near'‘cities of 15,000 or 
more. 

4. Trotting and pacing meets must 
be limited to three days a wéek, with no 
more than 14 days a year on any track. 
5. Where theré is no betting, running 
cr trotting meets are not limited or con 
fined to any particular tracks. 

6. Betting is prohibited outside the 
tracks where the actual racing is in pro- 
gress. 

7. Handbooks, poolrooms and street 
betting are prohibited. 

8. All advance information, tips, fu- 
ture prices and the advertisement there- 
of for use in bookmaking will be illegal. 

9... Racing information for bookmak- 
ing or betting purposes must not be sent 
by mail, express, telegraph, or tele- 
phous, or sold on the streets or in stores, 
whether or racing or other events. 

10. The publication of past perform- 
ances of horses with the picking of like- 
ly winners will be egal 

11. Ice racing does 
the act.

I8 MARS A HOAX? 

About the Problem-Planet of the Skier 
NE of the romances of the universe 

is in danger of being shattered. 

Att English astronomer. of.. hi 
standing has recently announced that 
there aro no canals on the planet Mars 
that there are no Martians, and that all 
the interesting stories which have been 
written about the planet are simply so 
much sensational fiction. ; 


We know a ‘good deal about Mars, All 
astronomers agree that there is always 
sunshine there. We know, too, that on 
account of the small size of the planet 
things there can weigh only one-third of 
what they would weigh on the earth. If 
Martians do exist, their muscles must be 
twenty-seven times as powerful as the 
same muscles would be hare 

The atmosphere on Mars is very thin. 
Life there would be as painful for us as 
living in a balloon high above Mount 
Everest. The average temperature, 
too, has been estimated at about sevent: 
cogrect below freezing-point. At eac 
pole there is a great patch, of white, 
which waxes or wanes according as win- 
ter is in the northern or’ the southern 
half of the planet.. There are good réa- 


‘And it is”in*‘cotinection with these 
snowcaps that the mystery of Mars 
comes in. Over thirty years ago an as- 
tronomer reported the surfate of the 
planet to be covered with a network of 
fine lines, most: of them straight as a 
ruler, some finely curved. 

As each snowcap melted, he declared, 
the lines near it grew broader. He sug- 
ested that these lines were gigantic 
irrigation canals, fed by the melting 
snows of the poles, and that the broad- 
ening of the lines was due to the spread 
of vegetation on the banks in summer, 

The existence of these lines has been 
confirmed by many astronomers since, 
and the canal theoty has received lots of 
backing. 

There are many points in its favor. 
The surface of Mars is known to be very 
flat indeed, Mars is badly in want of 
water. What more natural than that a 
race of superhuman intelligence in a 
planet dying slowly for want of water 
should build mighty canals to-tap the 
‘melting snows: of lar 
“rue rarKening and thick,

vegetation would. 

The well-known Professor Lowell is 
the great nigel of the canal theory. 
He hag taken scores of photographs 
showing the canals, and published hun- 
dreds .of. maps and drawings. He has 
definitely placed over four hundred can- 


. |als, of which fifty are double. The canals 


vary in length from a few hundred miles 
to thousands. Some are long enough 
to reach from London to New York; 
some of them are twenty miles broad. 
The ‘‘oases,’’ or street corners, 30 to 
speak—the points where the canals cross 
—are often fifty miles in diameter. 
There was another theory, besides this 
of..a superhuman; race. whose engineers 
would make our own seem in ‘¢ompari- 
son like babies playing on the sands 
with spades. The famous scientist, Dr. 
Alfred Russel Wallace, has accounted 


_|for the lines by suggesting that the 


outer layer of Mars is of a differeut 
nature from the interior, and cools more 
quickly. And so, as the planet has cool- 
ed—all planets cool as. they grow old- 
er—the skin of Mars has shrunk and 
cracked. 

But now the announcement is made 
that the much-discussed lines do not 
exist at all! The latest photographs, 
taken by aid of a 60-inch telescope, 
prove conelusively, it seems, that for the 
canal theory, on which so many sensa- 
tional romances’ have been founded, 
there is not‘an atom of proof. The 
whole affair is an optical delusion, and 
is to be accounted for by the natural 
tendéney of the human eye to imagine 
when. it sees a number of points dimly 
thatthere are lines connecting them.
